These were the 
most important inquiries which the jury could 
have entertained, and an intelligent discussion 
of them, with a verdict in accordance with the 
evidence, would have been a good basis for 
future legislation. 

The only reason Superintendent McMullen 
gave why he thought a double track would in- 
crease tail-collisions was, that there would then 
be greater confidence, and consequently less 
taution. We fail tosee why. By his own ad- 
mission, a double track would be no protection 
against tail-collisions ; then it would hold out no 
encouragement for greater confidence. Tail- 
collisions are more frequent at stations than 
anywhere else. If there were arule requiring 
all trains to come down to a certain low rate of 
speed as they approach a station, so that they 
‘could be stopped in case there were a train 
on the same track, tail-collisions at stations 
could be avoided. Formerly the worst and most 
numerous collisions on railroads occurred at 
crossings ; gince the law has required all trains 
to come to a full stop at crossings, there have 
been no collisions whatever at these points. It 
is a universal custom, whenever there is a delay 
or accident between stations, to send back a flag 
in the day-time, or a light at night, which is a 
warning to all approaching trains. While this 
rule is observed, there would be no more danger 
of tail-collisions with two tracks than with one 
The protection of a double track against head- 
collisions is too obvious to require remark. Even 
Superintendent McMullen admitted, finally, that 
“a double track was a good thing,” and “he 
wished he had more of it.” 

When Superintendent McMullen says he 
doesn’t believe there ought to be any more 
general use of the telegraph for moving trains 
than there is now, he says, in effect, that the 
situation of Saturday night did not demand the 
employment of the telegraph, and that any 
similar situation in the future will not demand 
it. For the fact is that the telegraph was not 
used on the night of the collision till after the 
accident. The rales of the Alton Road, which 
we have consulted, do not specify any particular 
class of emergencies in which the telegraph 
shall be brought into requisition for the regula- 
tion of trains.

So far as 
the railroads are concerned, it is therefore 
a serious matter whether the assessment 
shall be increased, since the rate of taxation for 
county and local purposes is about twice as great 


as for State purposes. The “property” of rail- | 


roads which is to be assessed and taxed consists 
rolling-stock. The franchises of the company 


are something very different, and the law of this 


State has never included them among the taxa- 


“bles, although the Constitution suthorizes the 


taxation of franchises. Now the land, town lots, 
buildings and improvements, and rolling-stock 
are to be assessed and taxed at the same valua- 
tion that would be placed on them if they were the 
property of private citizens. The 100 acres of 
land contained in the 100 feet of roadway be- 
longing to a railroad cannot honestly or fairly 
be assessed as worth more per acre than the land 
adjoining it on both sides. It is the land and 
not the franchise under which the land is occu- 
pied that is to be valued and taxed. The town 
lots owned by railroad companies mast be valued 
just as the town lots, similarly situated and 
owned by private citizens, are taxed. The pur- 
pose for which land or lots, or iron rails, and 
locomotives are used, forms no part of their tax- 
able value. A man may occupy a 25-foot front 
lot, improved by a four-story brick building, 
in Springfield, and may carry on therein a bank 
or other business yielding him a profit of half a 
million of dollars annually; but the lot and 
building occupied by him are not, for that rea- 
son, to be taxed ten times as high as a similar 
lot and building on the opposite corner used as 
a retail grocery stofe, and which yields only a 
nominal profit. The use to which property is 
put forma no part of its taxable value. For taxa- 
ble purposes, a locomotive used on a railroad can 
hae no higher value than the same locomotive 
in the shop of its maker, The iron rails and 
superstructure of a railroad have no taxable 
value as component parts of railways; their tax- 
able value is that of so much material, 
and the cost of putting them t- 
gether. To include the value of the franchises 
of s corporation, whether it be s bank, railroad, 
steamboat, or manufacturing company, in the 
value of the land or buildings it may use and 
occupy, is a glaring injustice. A man may have 
& patent worth a million of dollars, and yet 
manufacture and carry on his business in prem- 
ises worth as real and personal property not over 
$20,000. Could there be a reasonable pretext. 
for the State Board of Equalization to include 
the value of the patent in the value of the real 
estate, improvemenis, tools, and machinery of 
the patentee? And yet is not that precisely 
what it is now proposed the Board of Equalization 
of this State shall do in the case of the rail- 
roads ? Railroads are taxable upon their prop- 
erty precisely as natural persons. Their lands, 
their town lots, their personal property of all 
kinds must be taxed as all other property is 
taxed, ‘‘in proportion to the value thereof, and 
such taxation must be “uniform in respect to 
persons and property,” or it will be void. Any 
attempt to go beyond the strict letter of the law

the complete change in the manner of organiz- 
ing railroads in that State during the last five 
years. Prior to the war, railroad companies were 
organized by cash subscriptions to the stock, 


and very few of the companies issued any bonds 


or other evidences of indebtedness exceeding 
one-third the amount of the actual cost of the 
roads. In one or two instances this rule was 
violated, but in those cases the stock of the 
company became worthless, the bonds depre- 
ciated, and the investment proved a loss. The 
other roads, built with at least two-thirds cash 
capital, have always yielded a fair return to the 
stockholders, and their bonds have been sought 
as good investments. But the new plan, adopted 
within the last few years, has been to have but a 
smal] cash subscription to stock, and often this was 
bogus. The main reliance has been on the issue of 
first-mortgage bonds. Formerly, first-mortgage 
bonds were popular, and sought after, because
